Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Mealy indicated that claim 41 is improperly dependent and that 
it will be amended so to depend from claim 36. 

In response to the objection of claims 35, 40, and 41 (paragraph 4 of the Office action of 30 July 2003), Ms. Mealy 
indicated that it is applicant's intention to exclude monomer units (dNTPs) from the reaction but that DNA can be 
present. Ms. Mealy indicated further that DNA is a polymer and that the deoxyribonucleotides loose a pyrophosphate 
unit during linkage to another dNTP) and are no longer a dNTP while in the polymer state and as such, the objection 
should be withdrawn. 

Ms. Mealy indicted that a new declaration will be filed. 

The aspect of the specification providing adequate support for values of a first segment other than "at least 9 
nucleotides" was discussed. Ms. Mealy directed attention to page 7, lines 24-29, as providing support for a first 
segment "of 6 to 9 consecutive nucleotides." Mr. Sisson indicated that he would consider applicant's argument with 
special attention being directed to the context in which the teaching is provided. 

Ms. Mealy indicated that claim 45 will be amended so to recite SEQ ID NO: 6. 

Ms. Mealy indicated that claim 46 will be amended such that the term "better" will be substituted with "higher." 

The aspect of providing an amendment to claim 69, Mr. Sisson indicated that page 5, fist paragraph, provides a 
definition of the segment as being "relative to the site of initiation (position+1) of transcription" and that such language 
cold be added to claim 69. . 
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
